That, indeed, is the prime reason 
why the goal tender is a most im- 
portant man. He has but 
chances but he must do his job well 
every time. When a goaltender is 
beaten the whole team is beaten. 

On the whole, we have unusually 
good goaltenders on St. 
teams. The probable reason {fs that 
most of our goal tenders are also 
baseball players. 


Disposing of the Ball. 

But, granting that our goal tend- 
er knows how to stop a shot, it 
is equally important that he should 


know What to do with the ball aft-. 


er getting it. 


When hard pressed, he should 


'not kick it, but should attempt to 


throw the ball When a kick is 
attempted, the ball should first be 
gathered up in the hands and punt- 
ed away, 
the ground. 

His toss should be as accurate 
as the pass of a basketball play- 
er. He. should throw, as a rule, to- 
ward the side line, usually to the 
opposite side of the field to that 
from which the shot came. He 


should try to throw: to the foot of.
